His pledge was given to a committee 
from the Chamber of Commerce, which 
called upon him at the Hotel Green in 
Pasadena. The committee was com- 
posed of F. W. Blanchard, chairman; 
Joe Messmer and J. W. Mitchell. 
Blanchard is chairman of the board's 
Centrai Union Station Committee. Joe 
Messmer represents the property own- 
ers of the northern part of the city, 
while J. W. Mitchell is a member of 
the committee for the beautifying of 
the city, especially in regard to the 
railroad construction. 

To this committee President Ripley 
stated his friendship to Southern Cali- 
fornia, and his willingness to further 
the union depot project. He estimated 
the future population of Los Angeles 
at better than 1,000,000 and pointed out 
that this line alone carried more than } 
10,000 persons west bound through Al- 
buquerque in February.

Eastern ‘Roads Subjected t. 
Extra Expenses, - 


to Meet Demands. 


Estimates for Thirty-two 
Lines Computed.

NEW YORK, April 2.—[&xctusive 
Dispatch.] The Pennsylvania System

SOME ESTIMATES. 

The New York C8ntral estimates 
that if the demands of the conductors 
and trainmen for the same scale of 
Wages settled upon with the Baltimore 
and Ohio are granted, it will cost the 
company $900,000 more a year. If a 
similar ratio of increase is granted to 
all its employés, the extra cost wil! 
approach $2,000.000 for the Central 
alone. 

The Lake Shore, under the same con- 
ditions, will enlarge its pay roll by 
$700,000 if the uemands of the con- 
ductors and trainmen are conceded, 
while, to all classes of employés, it 
would mean about $1,500,000. 

For the whole New York (Central sys- 
tem the demands of the men would 
mean about $7,000,000 greater expense 
annually. 

Based upon the above figures, the 
expense to all the railroads in the 
eastern district, if the demands are 
conceded, would amount, in round 
numbers, to about $15,000,000, or about 
half the total surplus whicn the thirty 
roads affected were able to show over 
and above charges and dividends. 

ARGUMENTS. 

The surplus of the entire thirty-two 
roads, roughly approximated $66,000,- 
000 for their last respective fiscal year, 
the larger part of which was contrib- 
uted by some. ten or twelve roads. 
Those roads, which showed deficits 
after charges for the fiscal year, will, 
perhaps, have little difficulty in argu- 
ing their imability to grant any in- 
crease in wages at this time : 
This, however, will apparently make 
little difference, for the New Haven, 
for the year which ended June ®, 
last, reported a deficit of $454,000, but 
has now granted increases approximat- 
300,000 annually. 

The Erie, which showed a surplus 
amounting to $2,900,000, but paid no 
dividends, has now offered anh increase 
which will entail nearly one-half of 
this ammount. while, if the full demands 
of the men are granted, at ‘cast $2,000,- 
000 will be required to provide for the 
added expense of the pay roll.

STIMSON ACCUSED IN 
AN UGLY COMPLAINT. 


Woman of Cash 


That He Dispossessed Sick, Blind 


and Conspired to 


Rob Estate are Charges Filed Yes- 
terday— Stimson’s Denial. 


LIM-FLAMMING a sick and help- 
less blind woman out of a large 
amount of money, and assisting in 
the looting of her estate, valued at 
more than $50,000, is the charge made in 
court against Marshall Stimson, at- 
torney, and until recently president. of 
the Good Government Organization, 
and one of the conspicuous figures in 
the Lincoln-Roosevelt movement in Los 
Angeles. 
The charge is brought in a civil suit 
William E. Servis, manager of 
a collection company that bears his 
name, with an office at No. 219 North 
Broadway. Servis accuses his brother, 
Charles A. Servis, with being a con- 
spirator With Stimson in the looting 
of the estate of his mother, Mrs. Sarah 
S. Servis 
THE OFFICIAL COMPLAINT. 

The official papers in the suit in the 
founty Clerk's office, show that the 
|plaintiff, William Servis, was 
| granted leave by the court to file his 
second amended vomplaint. He alleges 
for first cause of action that he and 
the defendant, Charlies A. Servis, are 
brothers, and the only living heirs of 
Sarah 8. Servis; that Mrs. Servis died 
on December 17, 1908, leaving no estate 
in her name over the value of $20, and 
intestate to the plaintiff. 

CONSPIRACY ALLEGED. 

For more than ten years preceding 
her death, the plaintiff alleges, his 
mother was a sick woman, weak and 
incompetent to attend to business of 
importance; and for more than three 
years prior to her death she was totally 
blind; and during all this time all of 
her finances and property interests 
were managed and under control of 
the defendant and Marshall Stimson. 

Servis sets forth that his mother was 
the owner and possessor of a large 
amount of property and money, which 
included Lot 28, Block 5, Park tract, in 


this city, and also the southerly 


‘and. obligations 


of and transacting all of the 
business of Sarah 5S. Servis, and while 
she was totally blind and sick, to wit, 
on September 11, 1908, they secured 
from her and caused . her to make @& 
deed transferring to Charlies A, Servis 
all of said real property described, 
without conaidneatien, which was and 
is worth more than $10,000; and was 
so obtained by him by reason of un- 
due influence exercised over her and 
with intent to cheat and defraud this 
plaintifY of his right.of inheritance in 
said property.”’ 

THIRTY THOUSAND CASH. 

The allegation that over $30,000 in 
cash was obtained unlawfully from 
Mrs. Servis by Stimson and his client, 
Charles A. Servis, is charged in the 
second cause of action, which alleges 
as follows: 

“That during said time Sarah §&., 
Servis had deposited to her credit in 
the Los Angeles National and First 
National Banks,. consolidated, at dif- 
ferent times more than $25,000 In money 
which belonged to her; and in_the 
Security Savings Bank more than $5000 
of her money. 

“That while Sarah 8S. Servis was sick, 
blind and incompetent to attend to 
any business, the defendants, Ch 
A. Servis and Marshall Stimson, while 
acting as her agents and trustees, con- 
spired and acted together so as to get 
into possession of and under their con- 


trol the whole of her property and 
ev in a manner described as fol- 
owe: 


“All of said money was drawn from 


said banks upon checks signed Sarah, 


S. Servis per Charles A. Servis, or C. 
A. Servis, and more than $20,000 was 
so drawn, payable to and paid to 
Marshall Stimson, and the balance of 
said deposits were drawn -upon such 
checks, payable to various other parties 
and converted into bends, mortgages 
to and for the de- 
fendants, Charlies A. and 
Marshall Stimson, and they now have 
and claim to own the same.

One of these flutes astonished arche- 
ologists by the fact that it had six 
holes or “stops.”” Most of the flutes 
found in the island graves have two 
stops; some three; many only one. The 
most ever found ‘heretofore was four. 
Evidently this was the finest flute in 
all the islends. 

That it was held in high honor was 
evident. The base of it had been 
smeared with asphalt which washes 
up on the beaches off this coast from 
submarine oll wells. In the asphalt 
the’ flute owner had imbedded bits of 
polished abalone, exactly as shell is 
inlaid in guitars and flutes of this day. 

* HAD MUSIC DISEASE.

Race-Track Fittings Up for 
Sale at Big Park. 


Agricultural Grousile to Be 
Cleared for Action. 


Forty Years’ Racing History 
in Doomed Hulks. 


For any one who wants ‘em, the 
makings of a first-class race track 
may be had at a bargain this week, 
when the contract will be awarded to 
the highest bidder for everything but: 
the land and trees at Agricultural 
Park. W. M. Bowen, secretary of the 
Sixth District Agricultural Associa- 
tion, is receiving the bids at his of- 
fice in the Coulter building, where he 
will take all that come up to 4 o'clock 
tomorrow afternoon. 

The sale of the buildings and other 
race track paraphernalia is preliminary 
to the great improvement of the large | 
park, upon which more than $1,000,000 — 
will be expended by State, county and 
city in the construction of an exposi- 
tion, armory, historical, science and 
art buildings, and the beautifying of 
the 104-acre tract, the title to which 
now rests securely with the State. 

By the terms of sale, all buildings, 
fences and fittings within the inclos- 
ure must be removed within thirty days 
after the awarding of the contract, and 
it is believed now that by May ib, 
the historic cantering ground of many 
world-famous equines will have lost all 
the individuality which has attached 
to it since the early °70’s—for it is near- 
ly forty years since the big tract, then 
far and away from the city’s center, 
first was given over to the racing of 
horses and the exhibition of mammoth 
pumpkins-and other products of the 
soll.

KAISER-ROOSEVELT ALLIANCE? 


“Col. Roosevelt was not in the hotel at. the 


time, being at tea with Prince Eitel Friederich, son 
of the German Kaiser.” : 

Thus saith the dispatch from Cairo, Egypt, where 
Col. Roosevelt had been for several days past, much 


galvanized and revivified into his old self again, the 


whiskers off his face and civilized raiment on his 
back, after his long stay in the jungle. | 
It is always well to put two and two together 
when endeavoring to arrive at conclusions, so now 
we recall another dispatch of a few days ago, which 
stated that the German Kaiser had set aside a 
complete suite of rooms in his own palace, under 
the same roof where His Majesty himself dwells, 
for the sole use of Col. Roosevelt when he visits 
Berlin. This fact, coupled with the fact that Prince 
Eitel Friederich, son of the Kaiser, appears in Egypt 
as Col. Roosevelt® close companion, being even 
closeted with him in privacy, will lead some people 
to suspect—unworthy though the suspicion may be 
——that the Kaiser ahd the colonel are in cahoots. 
Can it be that the Kaiser and Col. Roosevelt have 
a upon an alliance, both offensive and de- 
fensive? If so, it must be regarded as the most 
unique international alliance on the pages of all 
recorded history, for heretofore alliances have been 
between nations, such as the Anglo-Japanese Alli- 
ance, the Triple Alliance, gnd the Franco-Russian 
Alliance; but this latest pact, or convention, or 
whatever it amay be proper to designate it, is an alli- 


ance not made between nations, but between two | 


individual human entities. ; 
And why not? “The man before the ggliar” has

NEw. ORLEANS LEAST OF ALL. 

We are for one Panama Cana! exposition. We 
are for one exposition for the reason that to have 
two would be to divide attention, exhibits, attend- 
ance, resources, and every factor necessary for a 
great, successful fair. The two fairs will mean 
that both will be weak in some respects, while if 
everything is concentrated into one we can make 
this the most memorable ever known in the world. 

We think this fair should be held on the Pacific 
Coast because the canal is a Pacific Coast move- 
ment. The nation is spending all this money at 
Panama not primarily for the benefit of the Atlan- 
tic Ocean ports. The great cut is for the purpose 
of developing Pacific Coast commerce, domestic and 
foreign. Therefore the event concerns primarily 
the Pacific Coast and its celebration should be at 
some point on the Pacific Ocean. It is to“be an 
American exposition, therefore the celebration of 
this great American event should be at an American 

rt. San Francisco is the metropolis of the Coast, 
it is fair'y central upon the Coast. It is the larg- 
est city in population and wealth on the coasts of 
western America. It has the railroad connections 
and the ¢cean lines for communication. 

But prejadice or improper influences sometimes 
outweigh facts, logic and every proper influence, 
and it may possibly be so in this instance. As we 
are trying to base our observations upon facts and 
to present a logical argument we propose first of 
all to face a very patent and potent fact. We are 
not going to get the Panama Exposition at a Pa- 
cific Coast port without a struggle. We have the 
numbers and wealth and numerous railroad inter- 
ests at the East against us. We have numerically 
Congressional influence against us both in the 
House of Representatives. and in the Senate. We 
have lost ground by delay, and the delay has come 
about because of untimely and unreasonable rivarly 
among ourselves. ; 

But the eastern city to most aggressively claim the 
exposition for itself is absolutely the most illogical. 
city for it if the fair is to be located at the East. 
If one were to pick out an eastern city on its merits 
New Orleans would be the last place. The fair will 


hardly be a winter exploitation. It certainly ofght 


not to be so. The crossing of the continerit in the 
winter time is often unpleasant and sometimes 
fraught with danger of inconvenient delays. The 
traversing of the oceans in the winter time is de- 
cidedly disagreeable. New Orleans is. utterly unfit 
for such an exposition in the summer on account 
of its intense heat and the insalubrity of its climate. 
Those who were at St. Louis six years ago remem- 
ber what the moist, high temperature -was there, 
and New Orleans. is probably 100 per cent. worse 
than the city up the Mississippi. 

We are relying upon logic. There ought to be 
one fair, that we insist. It ought to be on the Pa- 
cific Coast. We shall never move from that posi- 
tion. If it is not to be on the Pacifie Coast it ought 
not to be at New Orleans, and if there are to be 
two, neither of them should be at the Creole city. 
New York people say they do not desire the fair 
for themselves, for lack of room. This is very

The wife, to win 
her husband back, told him a cruel lie about a neigh- 
bor and his proffered attentions to her. 

The wife-forsaker thought his honor, if you please, 
demanded blood, so he armed himself with two 
pistols, lay in wait for the unarmed neighbor and 
‘shot him dead. 

A jury tried the murderer, as he undoubtedly 
was, and acquitted him on the ground of the un- 
written law. 

_ We have always thought this unwritten-law flap- 
doodle about the silliest thing that ever crept into 
American jurisprudence. It is a libel on human 
laws to call this theory jurisprudence at all. It is 
putting a premium on murder and enc ing 
murderers. to render a verdict according to this 
theory at any time. . 

But this Kentucky case, gross as it 
carrying the theory to its legitimate end. It 
ing the policy, not in the bud nor flower, but in 
fruit,.and the fruit gone to seed. That is the way 
to do away with abuses. When a theory like this 
works out to such an extreme as the case in point, 
‘the people will soon see through their own fallacy 
and take back tracks. 


R. ROOT AND THE RAILROAD BILL. 
The administration amendment. to the anti- 
trust laws, by which the Interstate Commerce 
Commission will be able to deal more directly and 
effectively with the railroads, is in the very good 
hands of Senator Root of New York. It is particu- 
larly gratifying to hear an American statesman 
stand up for America and Americanism and not 
run daft after ‘all sorts of notions simply because 
they are European. 

In discussing the question Senator Root said 
that he would never consent to give to the commis- 
sion the right to suspend a rate fixed by a railroad 
without investigation. He would not consent that 
any official should fix the railroad rates, but was 
willing the government should supervise them. To 
do more would be to change from the American to 
the European system, with government ownership 
inevitably following. That sounds to us like wise 
statesmanship.. Qne of the closing remarks is par-

CITRUS FRUIT SHIPPERS WILL 
WEAR DECISION SOON, 


California Growers Fee! Fairly Con- 
fident That interstate Commerce 
Commission Will Decide Freight 
Tariff Question in Their Favor 
Without Much Delay. | 


The argument upon the citrus fruit 
freight rate is set for May 11, before 
the Interstate Co erce Commission 
at Washington. Owing to its import- 
wance, a speedy ruling is expected. The 
railroads are under court injunction 
to transport lemons for a majority of 
Southern California shippers for $1 a 
box. A few shippers who did not join | 
in the suit brought in the United 
States Circuit Court against the South- 
ern Pacific Company, Santa Fé and 
Salt Lake Railroad, still have to pay 
the Increased rate of $1.15 a box. If

the commission decides against the 
railroads, a refund will be made to 


these shippers. 

On the whole the fruit growers of 
Southern California are fairly confident 
of a favorable decision. They believe 
sufficient evidence was introduced at 
the hearing here, to warrant the Com- 
mission ordering the present lemon 
freight rate maintained and the rate 
on oranges lowered. 

The question of! the correction of the 
refrigeration charges depends in a large 
degree upon the outcome of the tests 
to be made by inspectors for the Com- 
mission. The question of pre-cooling 
is apparentiy a difficult one to solve. 

The,growers in general declare that 
they-are willing to have the railroads 
do the refrigerating if they do it right, 
and @t’a proper charge. But: it is 
alleged that methods at present em- 
ployed by the roads in preparing the 
fruit for shipment are not the best. 

Some of the railroad representatives 
at the recent hearing admitted that 
there is still much to learn about the 
best way of pre-cooling and shipping 
fruit. They averred, however, that 
they are trying to get the fruit to the 
markets in the best possible condition. 

While the growers want the privilege 
of preparing the refrigerator cars for 
through shipment without icing on the 
way, traffic officials say this is not 
practicable. They say delays are often 
inevitable and that as they are re- 
sponsible for losses, they must protect 
themselves in every way. 

In order to determine these potnts 
of difference, the commissioners have 
arranged for a series of tests. Cars 
filled with fruit, pre-cooled and pre- 
feed according to the method of the 
packers will be shipped East. The cars 
will be sealed and remain unopened 
until they reach their destination. 
When @ car arrives at a designated 
point it will be opened under the direc- 
tion of one of the inspectors. He will 
carefully note the condition of the 
fruit and the amount of ice remain- 
ing In the tanks.

There are hundreds of acres of 
young orange trees. being planted in 
this section, by Southern California 
people and men who are familiar with 
orange culture and orange land, and 
it will be but a few years until this 
valley will be a contit@mous orange 
grove. There will be planted in the 
immediate future: By -Miller and 
Stousiand, eighty acres; Mr. Madden, 
twenty acres; Wm. Unger, eighty 
acres; Mr. McLaughlin, eighty acres; 
syndicate of Selma people, 280 “acres: 
Westman, ten acres; G. W. Biswell, 
twenty acres, Mr. Graves, twenty 
acres; Mr. Glass twenty acres: Mr. 
Pierson, 100 acres: Nelson and Gold- 
man, 160 acres; Mr. Hills, twenty 
acres: and Mr. Thomas, 160 acres. 

We visited the grove of Nelson and 
Goldman, one of the largest groves in 
the district, and this grove of three- 
year-ol4 navels for size and beauty 
eannot be excelled in any section. 

Other groves in thg immediate vicin- 
ity are. those of Mr. Gerow, thirty 
acres; r. Lawther, thirty acres; Mr. 
Bryan, twenty acres; Mr. Jenanian, 
fifteen acres; Mr. Bernard, six acres; 
Mr. Kenney, ten acres: Mr. Smith, 
thirty acres; Mr. Hare, eix acres; Mr. 


Beinhorn, ten acres; Mr. Oxford, ten 
acres’ Mr. McKersey, ten acres; and 
other small groves. These are all 


healthy, show no signs of the cold 
winter and are producing good crops 
and show absolutely no sign of scale 
or smut. The McCormack grove of 
about three-fourths of an acre of Va- 
lencias, about eight years old, is now 
loaded with fruit. Mr. McCormack 
estimates his crop at about $900; the 
crop of this grove last year brought 
$550 orf the tree. The orange industry 
in this section ts no longer an experi- 
ment as the bearing groves will show 
and the number of young groves that 
are being planted will in a few years 
put the evergreen profit-maker in the 
front rank as a revenue © producer. 
The movement has begun; the ¢ondi- 
tions are all favorable; lands are 
plenty; prices are low; water is 
abundant and cheap familiar 
with the conditions in the older or- 
ange districts I am free to say that I 
know of no place offering such soil, 
such climatic ,conditions, such ab- 
sence of danger of frost, such early 
maturity, and such . promise of re- 
muneration. Land can be bought at 
from $60 to $125 per acre according to 
the location, formation of soil, etc.

OULD PROTECT. 


CONGRESS TO ABOLISH COURT 
ACTION ON PATENTS. 


Official Says That Organization. 
Has Saved the Country Many Old 
Models and is Seeking to Have 
Government Build a New 
Office at Washincton. 


Protecton for inventions, greater 
than that afforded by the present sys- 
tem of United States patents, is one 
of the chief aims of the International 
Congress of Inventors. declares Henry 
La Casse of Rochester, N. Y., who is 
vice-president of the organization, 
who has been in the city for severai 
weeks, a guest at the Hotel Lor- 
raine. 

“In order at the present time to es- 
tablish the patent of any article, it 
is necessary to secure a ruling from 
one of the courts, of the Federal de- 
partment, assuring thereby its stard- 
ing if a favorable decision is reached,” 
said Mr. La Casse. “The experience 
of inventors in the past Is fraught 
with many discouraging features in 
their endeavor to obtain the protec- 
tion that a patent right from the gov- 
ernment should carry. One of the 
chief aims of the congress of invent- 


ors is establish a standing for a 
patent iesued by the government, in- 
depend of court action. 


cure legislation protecting patentecs 
when necessary. to reform abuses and 
sec eedom from unlawful and un- 
just ctions, to keep the inventor 
from falling into the hands of unscru- 
pulous persons and corporations which 


for little or no consideration, will 
take from an inventor something 
which is frequently of great value, 


and which the inventor is unable to 

protect for want of sufficient means 

to establish his rights in court.’ 
SAVES OLD MODELS. 


Mr. La Casse says the congress had 
its 
and has already accomplished consid- 
erable. It has saved to the country 
the 150.000 old models which had ac- 
cumulated until 1880, -when the gov- 
ernment no longer required a model, 
but. was satisfied with minute drawing 
of the article to be patented. 

“Destruction of these models would 
have established a precedent for the 
destruction of many other records,”’ 
he declared. “The old models are al- 
ways of value to patentees and there 
is also considerable historical value 
attached to them. With their dewstruc- 
tion the evidence fixing the priority of 
certain epochal inventions might be 
greatly !mpaired.” 

One of the things whfcth the con- 
gress will discuss at the first annual 
convention, to be held tn Rochester, 
N. Y¥., from June 13 to 18, will be the 
necessity of anew 
ing at Washington. 

“The Patent Office is practically ‘the 
only self-sustaining office of the gov- 
ernment. There is at present in the 
hands of the office. a surplus of §$7,- 
000,000 resulting from fees paid by in- 
ventors who have had their patents 
recorded. The patent offices have 
been twice destroyed by fire in the 
past. The present building is too 
small, is inflammable and inconven- 
jently located, and for that reason 
United States Congress should not be 
slow in making the appropriation for 
a fireproof and properly adapted 
building.”” declared Mr. La Casse. 

MEMBERSHIP INCREASES. 


Mr. La Casse said that the member- 
ship of the congress is about 1000 and 
is increasing rapidly. Some of the 
greatest inventors of the country are 
enrolled and working for the interests 
of others. who have patented some- 
thing in the past. 

Mr. La Casse is the inventor of a 
number of very intricate machines. 
While tn the city, Mr. La Casse Is vis- 
iting two of his sons, who have resid- 

in Los Angeles for a number 
years. One of them, H. A. La Casse 
studied engineering with George B. 
Selden and drew the plans for the 
first automobile according to the ideas 
of Selden.

His Majesty, King Edward Vil, 
learned to drive a imler motor car 
after a few lessons given by Stanton, 
and was taught to operate the high- 
powered English car skilifully. The 
King is an enthusiastic autvist, and 
goes most of his traveling in either the 
Daimler or his latest purchase, a big 
Mercedes. 

Though he was born in Indianapolis 


more of un Englishman than a rep- 

tative of the Hoosier State. He 

has passed all of his time since 1883 
in England in the motor car business. 
There the industry differs materially 
from the custom in the United States, 
aecording to Stanton. 

Englishmen, he says, would not 
think of purchasing a stock car, such 
as Americans buy here. Stanton says 
factories receive orders for motor cars 
much as a tailor takes an order for 
a suit of clothes. The car must have 
& certain wheel base, a certain gear 
ratio, specified size of tonneau and 
the required horse power, which ranges 
‘from ten to ninety. 

Cars are built to order for tour- 
ing or for racing. A man will keep a 
complete stable of cars for his own 
use, much as the wealthy at one time 
kept a large stable of blooded horses. 
The cars are all given a certain name. 

“SOU-PAC.” 

‘One of the most peculiar names 
eiven to a car which Stanton took 
the specifications for was “Sou-Pac.” 
Curious to know why his customer 
desired so peculiar a name, Stanton 
asked for a reason for naming the 
machine ““Sou-Pac.” 

“Well,” the customer replied, “it’s 
somewhat of a secret. You know mv 
principal holdings are in Seuthern PA&A- 
cific stock. Well, you know, I 
recently made a bally fie haul, got 
enough to buy a car and keep it in 
repair for five years. Southerr, Pacific 
-#tocks took a sudden jump, don't cher 
know. That's why I call my car the 
Sou.-Pac.” 

Stanton, besides handling the Daim- 
ler, aiso controlled the fhornycroft 
car, Which has shown considerable 
speed on the road. He prefers the 
Daimler, however, as he was the most 
successful with this car, the agency 
for which he held for many years. 

it was while handling the Daimier 
. that Stanton met the Prince of Wales, 
now King Edward. He soun interested 
the Prince in the motor car, and soon 
after the coronation of King Edward 
a Daimler motor car was added to 
the royal stable. The Kirg then 
learned to drive, and Stanton was pre- 
sented with a handsome gold pin by 
the King. 

One of the first motor car funerals 
ever conducted was handied by Stan- 
ton. This was in 1901, when the coun- 
try folks were particularly hostile to 
the motorists. When the funeral was 
planned and the big motor hearse was 
about to start, Stanton learned that a 
demonstration was to be made anit 
him. Fearing personal violence, he 
resorted to an expedient which worked. 

A truck was draped with heavy 
crepe ‘hangings and the coffin, ex- 
posed, was placed on the body of the 
vehicle. The motor hearse was htiched 
to the truck, and the funeral was 
held without a demonstrition being 
f made. The casket awed the crowd.

Boys Who Find Oranges Scattered

XPRESS FIGHT 


THREE COMPANIES TO BID FOR 
SALT LAKE CONTRACT. 


Adame and American Concerns 
Seek to Greak Wells-Fargo Monop- 
oly on Western Business and Will 
Make a Streng Effort to Enter Los 
Angeles for Coast Terminal. 


Both the Adams and American Ex- 
press companies are trying to break 
the Wells Fargo Express monoply in 
the West. They are after the con- 
tract with the Salt Lake railroad. 

At the present time the Wells Fargo 
Express Company has a year and ten 
months of its contract still to run with 
the Salt Lake road, and at the end of 
that time the matter will come up for 
a rehearing, and the company mak- 
ing the highest ‘id probably will re- 
ceive the franchise. The company 
which receives the contract with the 
Western Pacific in San Francisco, will 
be tn a position to bid highest for the 
Salt Lake's business, as this will give 
a distributing point for express in 
Utah. 

The Western Pacific bid probably will 
be made in a few weeks, and the 
northern question will be settled de- 
finitely before the Southern line is 
open for bids. 

Officials of the Wells Fargo company 
are reticent in regard to the attempt 
of the Adams Bxpress to invade the 
territory, but admit that the American 
Express Company is laying its lines 
for the campaign. 

The western business of the express 
companies is steadily on the increase 
and when the Salt Lake's line is in 
the open market for bids, the price 
which the Clark road will be able to. 
obtain, will be heavy. 

The Southern Pacific and the Santa 
Fé both are tied to the Wells Fargo 
with long term contracts, and there is 
no immediate chance for another ex- 
press company to tap these lines.

can speak the Spanish language, and 
this fact often leads to considerable 
difficulty in locating the center of 
trouble in patients who can speak no 
English. Many Mexicans will enter 
the waiting room, and beside rubbing 
their stomach and grunting. they give 
no other indication of their ailment. 

A complete drug department is main- 
tained by the college, and an aver- 
age of fifty prescriptions are filled and 
given out each day. The city allows 
a small sum for the purchase of drugs. 
but this covers only a small portion 
of the expenditure necessary for the 


A great many children’s diseases 
are cared for in the children's depart- 
ment, which is located on the first 
floor of the dispensary. Here a staff 
of physicians give their attention only 
to children, and over 200 cases were 
treated during the month of February. 

Tae dispensary was erected at a 
cost of $20,000, and was presented to 
the university by J. A. Graves, in 
memory of his son, Selwyn E. Graves, 


was killed in an automobile accident 
before finishing his course. 

At No. 516 East Washington ‘street 
is located the dispensary of the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons. This 
is not so large as the College of Med- 
icine on North Broadway, and cares 
for about twenty patients a day. 

GET BEST TREATMENT. 

While few people receive treatment 
at this place, those who do get the 
best, as ten doctors devote an nour 
or two of, their time every day to 
the work here. They are: Drs. James 
Seymour, Charlies W. Bryson, Walter 
5S. Johnson, Francis O. Yost, Sylves- 
ter Gwaltney, George J. Lund, Robert 
HH, Burton, Edward D. Jones, Thomas 
J. McCoy and Wiiliam H; Jones. 

What will bring the free dispensa- 
ries before the public notice more than 
anything eleste will be the erection of 
a large building gby the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons, where free 
clinics will be held in the downtown 
district. The gite for the new build- 
ing has not yet been decided upon, 
but within a year it is thought that 
the. institution will be in operation. 
According to the plans made by the 
doctors in charge, the dispensary will 
be able to care for several hundred 
people each day, and it will be the 
largest in the city. 

At No. 510 North Vignes strect is 
located the free dispensary of the 
Bethlehem Institution. The work here 
was formerly carried on entirely by 
the institution, but has lately been 
placed under the direction of the Visit- 
ing Nurses’ Association.

NO FAITH IN MEDICINE. 

A short time ago the nurse discov- 
ered a Russian woman who had tw? 
small children, twins, not yet 3 months 
of age. One of the babies was strong 
and healthy, while the other was sick- 
ly. She endeavored to have the motner 
bring the child 
treatment. The woman fiatly refused 
to have anything to do with the place, 
as she asserted that if the Lord had 
intended the baby to be healthy it 
would nave been born that way, and 
if He intended it to die it would die. 
She id not seem to care whether it 
lived or died, and when it did die, a 
few weeks ufter being discovered by 
the nurse, the mother made the death 
an excuse for a night of celebration. 

“It is hard to make them under- 
stand that the climate of Northern 
Russia and that of Southern Cali- 
fornia are not the same.” said Miss 
Pire. “They seem to think that be- 
cause it is necessary to bundle a 
emall baby up in several blankets in 
Russia, the same plan must be car- 
ried out in Los Angeles, and they will 
not do otherwise, I have seen young 
babies wrapped in heavy blankets 
when the thermometer registered 100 
deg.”” 

The attention of the doctors at the 
dispensary was recently attracted to 
& young Russian girl who was suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis. The girl had 
been in America a year, having come 
directly from Russia to Los Angeles 
with her parents. She had gone to 
work in a taundry, and contracted the 
disease there. 

When found by the doctors she was 
in the first stages of the plague, and 
would probably nave been cured. For 
two months she came to the dispensary 
for treatment. Then she returned to 
work and would come no more, saying 
that she was cured. Her condition be- 
came worse, and now it will be im- 
possible for her to live more than « 
few months. 

TOO MUCH TROUBLE. 

A member of the Humane Society 
recently found a Mexican family liv- 
ing in one of the cheap courts of Los 
Angeles. A little girl, 2 years of age, 
was suffering from tuberculosis. The

OUTHERN CALIFORNIA and thé 


State in general are assured of 
bountiful harvests. Men who keep 
situation expect 

ger crops of nearly all varieties of 
ruit and produce than were gathered 
last year, which was one of the best 
in the history of the State. The re- 
cent rains have promoted growth in 
&® wonderful measure. The market 
will be ample on account of the great- 
er consuming population and therefore 
farmers are expecting to get good 
prices. 

Among the fruits raised in the im- 


mediate territory surrounding Los 
Angeles, apricots are probably most 
plentiful. Percy RR. Wilding, an au- 


thority on fruit which is dried and 
on nuts, declared that the apricot out- 
look is very favorable. “The blossoms 
have all set and nothing save blight, 
or an unusually late rain, can now in- 
terfere with the fruit. The market 
on dried apricot futures has already 
opened, a trifie prematurely perhaps, 


and it points to a good average. As 


high as 8% cents is being offered the 
producer by the jobber for the best 
grade of dried apricot at this season,” 
said Mr. Wilding. . 

“The same is true of peaches. The 
trees have all had a very heavy flow- 
ering and the fruit has set well so 
that there will undoubtedly be more 
than enough raised in the Los An- 
geles territory. Pears in the northern 
part of the county are doing well.” 

Regarding the walnut crop, Mr. 
Wilding spoke enthusiastically. ‘Last 
year was rather an off one as far ag 
the size of the crop was concerned. 
“For that reason alone there should be 
a larger supply this year and prices 
should remain up because there has 
never been a season when this prod- 
uct has been s0 thoroughly sold out 
as now 

Paul Alaga. one of the big apple 
shippers of the Watsonville district, 
who has been spending a few days in 
Los Angeles, holds out a very bright 
future for this year’s yield. “I have 
just returned from Europe, having 
been over there looking after the ship- 
ments which we make to that part of 
the world. California fruit is recog- 
nized as the par excellence in the fruit 
line. I have not had much opportu- 
nity as yet of investigating closely the 
crop situation of this year, but from 
what my brothers have told me, I am 
assured that it will be than 
last year.” 

John Huber, secretary of the Rivers’ 
Brothers’ Company, who has just re- 
turned fre. a trip through Imperial 
Valley and all of the district § sur- 
rounding Los Angeles is enthusiastic 
over the conditions prevailing. “The 


_melon crop in Imperial will probably 


be considerably lighter this year than 
last, owing to the fact that the farm- 
ers have sustained considerable losses 
in the past two seasons and have 
therefore turned to other crops, chief 
among them Egyptian. cotton. There 


product set out. Of apricots, peaches 
and ether small fruits, the valley will 
produce an abundance, especially 
since many orchards arc coming into 
bearing this n. Right around 
this part of the State. all the vegeta- 
ble gardens, celery fields, onions and 
other products are in eplendid 
tion.” 

“Potatoes will be raised in greater 
quantities than ever before in this 
section,” said H. Y. Stanley, one of 
the leading jobbers of the city. “The 
acreage planted in Los Angeles coun- 
ty has increased by at least 20 per 
cent. and with the favorable weather 
we are having, the crop should reach 
into the hundreds of cars. Bermuda 
onions are coming along fine and it 
will be only three weeks or so before 
the Fullerton, Santa Ana and Ila 
Habra growers are shipping in their 
stock. There will be ‘nm the neighbor- 


_heod of 700 cars of this kind of onions 
shipped through the Vegetable Un-. 


ions.” 

Hay and grain are not the least 
things in the category of products of 
the section. J. E. Loomis, of the firm 
of Nicholls-Hammell-Loomis, who has 
just returned from a swing around 
the territory, declares that the hay 
crop will not be as large as last year. 

Said he: “Last year the crop was 
exceptional, the largest that has ever 
been produced tn Southern California, 
and it will hardly be possible to dupli- 
cate it this season. Nevertheless, 
there will be sufficient hay to supply 
the demand and keep prices lower 
than they were two years ago, when 
they went as high as $30 on barley 
and wheat hay. A noticeable thing is 
the fact that the hay will. be much 
shorter, owing to the dry spell which 
rather retarded the growth. This will 
insure better quality. since a rank 
growth does not contain as much 
nourishment as the short stalks.” 

The berry crop will be immense. 
The Japanese growers have set out 
greater acreage and even now straw- 
berries are selling as low as 6 cents 
a basket on the market and have been 
down to $1 a crate, which means 3 
eents. Raspberries and blackberries 
are all reported as carrying heavily. 
This will assure a g00d season for 
canning. 

POMONA VALLEY. 
ALFALFA AND BEETS. 

POMONA, April 2.—The recent cop- 
fous rains have greatly benefited the 
hund®eds of acres of alfalfa and beets 
adjacent to Pomona on the southeast, 
and good crops are assured. Most of 
the auttable unimproved tand in this 
locality has been or is being seeded to 
alfalfa and a greater tonnage of this 
product will be cut this season than 
ever before. The large Chino sugar 


beet factory will open for the season's 


campaign in July. For a time it was 
feared that the beet crop would be late 
in maturing. on account of the lack 
of rain, but doubts are dispelled now. 
There will be hundreds of tons of bar- 
ley and oat hay cut in the valley, prob- 
ably as much as last year, by Messrs. 
Steele and Green, the Phillips estate, 
w. S&S Newton, A. F. Currier, J. M. 
Fryer, Thurman Bros. and others. The 
crops of smaller vegetables give prom- 
ise of large yields on the lowlands. 
Never has there been a better general 
feeling of abundance and prosperity 
among the farming and ranching popu- 
lation of this locality. 


ORANGE COUNTY. 
GOOD CROPS CERTAIN. 
SANTA, ANA, April 2.—The recent 
rains assure good crops of barley, both 
grain and hay, sugar beets, beans and 
honey. Sugar beets have a new lease 
on life, and will make an average yield. 
Ground will be in perfect condition for 
lima bean planting in May, a crop 
worth $00,000 annually. Apricots, 
peaches and plums bave bumper crops

RIVERSIDE COUNTY. 
MILLIONS IN GRAIN. 

RIVERSIDE, April 2.—Crop pros- 
pects in the grain-raising sections of 
Riverside county have brightened im- 
measurably in the past week, owing to 
the generous rains, and from the pres- 
ent outlook a bumper harvest is as- 
sured. The rainfall for last week av- 
eraged an inch and a half. It is es- 
timated that it was worth more than 
$1,000,000 an’ inch to Riverside county 
grain farmers alone. 

An unusually large acreage was 
sown to grain this year, because of 
the favorable conditions at seeding 
time, and if normal prices prevail the 
crop of wheat and barley in the coun- 
ty will be worth in the neighborhood 
of $3,000,000. The grain fields show 
good color, though the growth has been 
retarded by the dry weather. Pres- 
ent conditions are ideal for rapid 
growth, and crop failure now is an 


ing forward to a prosperous season. 

The navel orange groves in Riverside 
and other citrus sections are beginning 
to burst into heavy bloom. The sea- 
son is slightly in advance of normal. 

Deciduous fruit prospects in Hem- 
et, Beaumont, Banning and Elsinore 
are good. The Hemet dam is full, and 
all of the other water sources have 
been replenished, assuring an’ abund- 
ant irrigation supply for all possible 
summer needs. 


AROUND REDLANDS. 
HEALTHY GROWTH ALL OVER. 
RBDLANDS, April 2.—The crops if 
which the people of this seciion are 
particularly interested at this time in- 
clude hay, grain, apples and cherries. 
All of these are said to be in splendid 
condition, in fact, never better. The 
outlook for a bumper hay crop is ex- 
ceptionally good, the fields being thick- 
ly covered with a healthy growth at 
this time. The grain crop cannot be 
foretold so certainly at this time, April 
showers having much to do with its 
destiny; at this time, however, the 
outlook is good. In all of the sections 
heretofore devoted to hay and grain 
growing, including Yucaipa Valley, 
Banning, Beaumont and Moreno, con- 
Siderablie land has been cut up into 
Small sections and jn some cases into 
buliding lots, hence the crop acreage 
is not as great this year as usual. 

The owners of cherry and apple or- 
chards in Oak Glen, upper Yucaipa 
Valley, are optimistic over the out- 
look. The trees are now in full bloom 
and the healthy condition and generous 
bloom presage a fine crop. One hun- 
dred cars of apples were sent from Oak 
Glen last year and it is expected that 
the shipmente will be even heavier 
next season. It is thought the cherry 
crop will also be a big one. The re- 
cent cold snap, during which quite a 
heavy snow fell in Oak Glen, did not 
damage the trees oe least, the ther- 
mometer not going below the freezing 
point at any time. 


VENTURA COUNTY. 

ALL CROPS ABUNDANT. 
VENTURA, April 2.—The crop pros- 
pect at this season of the year in this 
county was never better. The rains of 
last month changed the outlook from 
probable fallure to assurance of good 
crops in every product. There will ve 
hay and grain in abundance. Both sec- 
tions specializing in these staples have 
had copious rains, and especially is 
‘this the case in the grain-growing dis- 
trict of the Simi and the Conejo. In 
the hay belt of the Santa Ana there 
has been rain in plenty and the crop 
is past the failure point. Though it is 
a little early for estimates, the apricet 
crop promises to be a good one, and 
growers do not now see any reason 
why it should not come up to last 
year, when the output of dried fruit 
was 2200 tons. There is a much 
larger acreage in sugar beets this year 
than last and the promise is for a 
greatly increased output. The. belief 
at this time is that the yield will be 
as heavy as it ever was in the county. 
Last year the county produced 860,00 
eighty-pound bags of lima beans on 
something like 50,000 acres of land. 
There will be a slight increase in the 
acreage this year and a proportionate 
increase ig expected in the output. Ags 
big a crop is promised in this product 
as was ever produced. Without an- 
other drop of rain, stated a prominent 
growers today, the bean crop, as well 
as Others of all kinds are. assured in 
Ventura county. 


ESCONDIDO GRAIN. 

ONLY AVERAGE OUTPUT. 
ESCONDIDO, April 2.—While the 1.80 
inches of rain which fell during March, 
making a total for the season of 18 
inches, was of great value to the grain 
products, it is tht opinion of grain 
dealers that it does not insure more 
than the average crop. The inch of 
rain which came in the last two days 
of the Easter storm was just about 
ten days late to do the greatest benefit 
to the grain. Before its arrival much 
of the early sown grain had given 
signs of heading out, when only half 
grown. The late rains will cause it 
to “thicken up” considerably, however. 
It is too early yet to predict as to the 
j late sown grain, this being In acreages 
Where the land was too wet to permit 
of early working. For this grain more 
rain will be needed. Some of it has 

not been sown over thirty days. 
The rain came in the “nick of time” 
for the citrus fruit men. Many of thtm, 
were ready to commence cultivating 
and had begun irrigating.

CALIFORNIA SINGER SAYS. | 


ERLIN, March 17.—“Europe is over- 
Be by American singers.” says 

Madame Kalna, the beautiful Cali- 
forian songstress, who has just re- 
turned to Berlin from a successful 
tour in Russia. 
“I wish to warn American singers 
who plan to tour the continent or to 
obtain an engagement in one of the 
operahouses, that they will find an ap- 
palling condition of affairs here. ‘The 
continent is absolutely overdone with 
Singers and matters have come to such 
& pass that it is almost impossible to 
get a paid engagement. 
“During the slack season in the 
United States American singefs have 
been flocking to Europe in hundreds. 
Many well-known vocalists, in order to 
obtain an engagement in some promi- 
nent operahouse, have given. their 
services free of charge. Others, who 
have no name in America, have paid 
large sums of money to be allowed to 
sing. Later they return to America 
with the bubble reputation of having 
been engaged at this or ‘hat opera- 
house on the continent, whereas they 
never could have obtained an engage- 


ment unless they had greased the 
managers’ hands. 
“In several large German towns 


where I have been to discuss an en- 
gagement with the manager of the 
local operahouse, he was quite sur- 
prised when I told him what my terms 
were, stating that he could get all the 
American singers he wanted free of 
charge, as they thought he was doing 
them an honor in allowing them to 
sing. I have only to mention Mainz 
and Elberfield, two towns in Ger- 
many notorious in this respect. 

“I think the honest singers in the 
States ought to be acquainted with 
this scandal.

of claquers, who wanted me to pay 
to have his men cheer my perform- 
ances. He stated that all American 
singers who came to Warsaw made 
such arrangements; in fact, it was 
quite a recognized plan and the more 
money that was paid the "nore vigor- 
ous and hearty would be the reception.

GATHERING COLUMBIAN ORCHIDS. 


Writing of the orchids of Colombia, 
Consul-General Jay White, of Bogota 
says the Odontoglossum crispum, one 
of the most notabl¢ of all orchids, Is 
to be found in Colombia growing on 
tenmiperate-climate mountain ridges, in 
the| district between Fraeatativa and 
Velez. For many years thousands of 
thege plants have been sent out of the 
country, chiefly to London. This or- 
chid is also found on the mountain 
slopes above the town of Fusagasuga, 
but ithe plants gathered in that district 
are not purchased by European col- 
lectors, being considered 
those from the other Colombian dis- 
tricts, such as Pacho, which is the 
headquarters of the trade. 

Contracts are made with natives, 
who spend weeks at a time in the 
woods. When a native finds a tree 
with enough orchids to ,warrant his 
work he fells and then strips it of all 
the plants it bears. This system has 


naturally caused the wholesale de- 
struction of all orchid-bearing trees in 
the forests near settlements. The col- 
lectfow’ continues all the year round. 
Attempts have been made by legisla- 
tion to stop this destruction,

Vienna’s Great Record in the Making 
of Composers Unsurpassed by Any 
Other City—Kelb and Dill Soon te 
Commence a Summer Engagement 
at Majestic. |

Wherein lies the peculiar atmospheric 
charm of “The Merry Widow,” which 
returns to us this week, and which has 
retained its million-making hold on 
American audiences for season after 
season? 

Is it not that it is Viennese, and dis- 
plays in its melody and action certain 
phases of the glamor of the most Bohe- 
mian capital in Europe? Your traveler 
will tell you that Paris may be Paria, 
and London may have its associations 
and. Berlin its solid appeal, and Naples 
its sky and sea—but that Vienna has 
an almost irresistible allurement all its 
own. 

Here meet the last strains of Tartar 
blood and ali the culture of Europe as 
exemplified in Latin and Teutonic 
civilization. 

Viennese women, by a concensus of 
opinion, are the most beautiful women 
in Europe. 

One writer has said: 
woman ig a vivacious doll; the British 
woman an assertive, skirted intellect; 
the German woman big, blonde and 
durable; the Italian woman of Vesu- 
viean temperament and early-fading 
charm—but the woman of Vienna com- 
bines all that is exquisite in these, and 
nothing that is earthly. Her beauty is 
adorabie—but it is real; her intellect is 
as keen as yours, but she does no 
make it obtrusive; she is temperamen- 
tal, and her charm is lasting.” 

From all of which we may infer that 
the rhapsodigzer had met his own fate 
on the Ringstrasse. 

Lehar, however, has made his Sonta 
a real Viennese woman. Marsovia is 
merely a pleasant fiction. Sonia's home

streets Of Franz Joset’s capital, 

“If you are go to be a musician,” 
it is -#aid, “by all means be born in 
Vienna.”

From Johannes 
Brahms to Franz Lehar, the Austrian 
capital has entertained, provided for, 
and applauded the productions of the 
makers of music. 

Lehar’s masterpiece, “The Merry 
Widow,” first saw the light of the stage 
in that capital which has been called 
“the city of the music mad.” 

It is strange that Vienna should

In Vienna, which Lehar’s 
laughing musical baby, Mozart wrote 
his immortally sunshiny music.

There, too, Mozart wrote the somber 
Requiem, which he was destined not to 
finish, and there too—somewhere in the 
potter's fleld—his bones lie, for which 
neglect the Viennese have atoned by 
erecting a handsome monument. Mo- 
zart and Haydn were friends in Vienna 
—and walked the streets together ua 
century and a quarter ago. 

Long before’ Haydn's day the revolu- 
tionist in opera, Gluck, was a student 
in Vienna and returned a master after 
wandering the continent over. 

Encouraged by the Viennese love of 
music, Massenet did not hesitate to 
compose his “Werther” for that capita 
where it Was heard and loved before 
Massenet’s Parisian admirers had a 
chance to hear it. 

The great Joachim, master of mas- 
tere of the violin, came from the 
schools of Vienna with his magic fiddle 
tucked under his arm. Likewise came | 
also Ernst and Auer, the latter one of 
the authorities of the present day in 
violin playing.

Not supremely, as 
has often been stated, but she ob- 
tains a fine social position and her life 
can be made most agreeable. Money 
is, of course, necessary, but the wor- 
ship of the golden calf is not so ap- 
parent as in the United States. One 
explanation is that vast wealth is not 
so essential for creature comforts, and 
one may live elegantiy on what plain 
living costs at home, Then the quiet 
and ease which the somewhgt stolid 
British brings to the nerve-racked 
American is soothing, and one gets 
to like it. The intensity of Wfe in 
this country ‘Is more observable when 
one has been away from it for some 
years. But the virility, the inspira- 
tion, the sense of being alive, exists 
here, as oné can never see under older 
civilizations. I come back to the land 
of my birth with increased reverence 
‘or its mission to humanity. Texas 
is my native State, and some of the 
expansiveness of that big common- 
wealth seems given to all its children. 
Washington I have known and loved 
from my early girlhood. It is one of 
the most beautiful. cities of the 
world,.and it will soon become one 
of the most delightful of capitals. 
Comparead to London, Paris or the 
cosmopolitan cities of Europe, it is 
small, and its interests seem circum- 
scribed. But it will not be many 
years before the capital city of what 
is now diplomatically called ‘America’ 
wih be one of the mighty social cen- 
ters of the universe, as it is now one 
of the important political and indus- 
trial ones.” 

Mrs. O'Connor is the daughter of 
the late Judge George W. Paschal of 
Austin, Tex. She received part of her 
education at Georgetown convent 
after her parents had removed from 
Texas to Washington. She has been, 
however, her own teacher along al- 
most al] the lines which are com- 
~rised in the worl education. Just 
now she is deeply interested in the 
question of suffrage and is devoting 
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“Though I find this admission rather 
unfashionable in Washington,” said 
Mrs. O'Connor, “I am a militant sf- 
gragette; I believe in carrying ban- 
ners, in resisting all legal opposition 
to our wishes to the fullest extent. 
What suffragism will mean to Eng- 
land in particular and to all civiliza- 
tion in general is something not to be 
computed in mere words. Progress 
is something whicn cannot be stemmed 
by the artificial batriers which Brit- 
ish publicists are erecting. They are 
swept away as relentiessiy as the tor- 
rents crush the iron and the mortar 
of bridges in times of floods. I believe 
in the militant methods because they 
are necessary. 
can women and southern women in 
particular, for being a southron I un- 
derstand them best, sarinking from 
the methods implied in the term mili- 
tant suffragette. I find the suffra- 
gettes are looked on with horror in 
Washington. Now if it had not been 
for these courageous women, suffrag- 
ism would have siept like Rip Van 
Winkle for another score of years. 
They vitalized the propaganda and 
when one becomes a martyr for the 
principle be assured humanity will be- 
come impressed tnat it is something 
worth suffer'nge for. The women wil! 
regenerate Engiand socially, in the 
broad sense. They will bring the 
freedom and generous interpretation 
of richt which suffrage in itself 
means. They will make laws which 
are now demanded by the changing 
conditions of home society. They will 
tafeguard the nome and look after 
the health and well-being of the na- 
tion, something men, in their desire 
for agerandisement and _ political 
power, rarely think worthy of stead- 

effort. That suffrage is now com- 
ing speedily to the English women is 
how conceded even by the most vio- 
lent opponent of the cause, When 
freedom of any sort is demanded it is 
the wise statesman who grants taat 
request without resort to arms, as it 
were. The women of England have 
resorted to arms so far a@ it lay in 
their power, and victory is almost 
gained.”

“If we fixed the price in this coun- 
try*and for this country, the tariff of 
23 cents a bushel would make a cost- 
ly difference to the American consumer.

Nev- 
ertheless, along the Canadian border, 
especially from the region of the 
Great Lakes toward the East, there are 
times when flour might be cheaper, 
locally, if wheat were free and not 
taxed. *The same would be true, prob- 
ably, with potatoes, if our own crop 
were short, and with eggs when there 
were a large demand and a small oun 


ply 
- MONEY NOW CHEAPER. 

“Prices of food products are up,” 
Mr. Scott went on to say, “and In my 
opinion they will go higher in the fu- 
ture. There is no mystery in the up- 
ward movement of values. In the first 

lace, there has been an enormous 

nerease in tne world’s stock of gold. 
Money becomes cheap, like oats and 
pork, as the volume increases, A cheap 
dollar will not buy w«o much of any- 
thing as a Wollar that is dear. An- 
other cause forthe high prices of food 
and household necessities is, the in- 
creased cost of distribution... When I 
was a boy merchants bought their 
goods by correspondence. Then came 
the commercial traveler, who Was paid 
a salary and his daily expenses. He 
called on his customers once a month. 
Now, if he is a grocery drummer, he 
visits them every week. Multiply all 
the hundreds of thousands of com- 
mercial travelers by their salaries and 
expenses, and the figures thus cbtained 
will show what has been added to the 
first cost of doing business, and the 
cost of business comes out of the pock- 
ets of the consumers. 

“If my mother sent me to the store 
for a dozen of eggs, I carried them 
home in a basket; if I went for flour, 
I took it away on my back. Today, 
one will ,seegfifty automobiles drawn 
up before a big city store, each to be 
loaded with merchandise for customers, 
a single spool of thread for a woman 
in the suburbs, a yard of cotton for 
some one else, and so on, truck after 
truck, day in and day out. We used 
to say that eggs were too costly to 
eat uniess we could buy three dozen 
for a quarter. Some times we could 
get four dozen, Farmers’ wives traded 
them for coffee, sugar and other mer- 
chandise. Last summer, in Iola, eggs 
were 22 cents a dozen, c and wom- 
en from the country, so I was told, 
often confessed that they were almost 
ashamed to take the money. Cold 
storage establishments equalize the 
supply and distribution of certain kinds 
food, sb that there are as many 
eggs in zero weather, when hens don’t 
lay, as in the heat of summer, when 
do lay. And for the luxury of 
modern’ distribution and equali 
the man who eats must pay. 

LEAN YEARS, NOW FAT. 


“Persons who think the American

IN THE CRUCIBLE. 


IGSKIN’S FATE _ 
HANGS ON RULES. 
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OLD FEATURES ARE LIKELY. TO 
BE ABOLISHED. 


intercollegiate Committee in Posi- 
tion to Point Out Way to Eliminate 
Danger—Changes Likely to Evolve 
Around Forward Pass, Which De- 
termines Defense. 


Although football reform has tempo- 
rarily dropped from view among the 
preparations for the baseball season, 
the members. of the Intercollegiate 
Rules Committee have been working 
quietly and steadily since their meet- 
ing in New York a month ago, till now 
they are in a position to present to 
the committee at its meeting on March 
25 and 26, not only their own personal 
views, but also the views of the col- 
leges in the district which they rep- 
resent. Alohzo Stagg of Chicago has 
been putting his theories:to a practical 
test with the University of Arkansas 
players, while others have been com- 
municating with all the colleges in 
the land in their efforts to discover 
the real cause of the abnormal num- 
ber of football injuries and deaths last 
year, and the best way io eliminate 
them in the future. 

The whole situation centers around 
the forward pass, and, strangely 
enough, members of the ‘committee 
take exactly opposite views on the 
question. One element, led by Stagg 
et Chicago and Davis of Princeton, 
favors greater extension of pass, 
while another, best exemplified by WI!- 
liams of Minnesota, favors its entire 
abolition, and would welcome a re- 
turn of the game as played before the 
reform of 1906. Stagg has come flat- 
ly out in favor of doing away with 
the rule requiring the forward pass to 
cross the line of scrimmage at least 
five yards from the point where it was 
put in play. 

The argument advanced by the oth- 
er side is that formerly the half-back 
stood directly behind the tackle, ready 
to help him, whereas now he is drawn 
fifteen to twenty yards back to stop 
the forward pass, leaving the tackle 
to stop mass plays directed at him, 
single-handed. This argument is given 
additional weight by the fact that it 
was on just such a play that Cadet 
Byrne, the West Point tuckle, was 
killed, 

Between these two extremes, there is 
another element which agrees to Wil- 
liams’s argument as to the reason for 
the injury of so many tackles, but 
thinks this danger can be remedied 
and at the same time some of the ad- 
Vantages of the pase retained. They 
favor restricting the use of the pass 
to behind the line of scrimmage, mak- 
ing any player eligible to receive it, 


- — making it a free bail at all times, 


instead of penalizing if it hits the 
under the pres- 
ent rules. 


If the ball crosses the line un-’ 
touched, they would have it called a 
dead ball and go te the same team on 
the same spot with the loss of a down, 
If the ball went out of bounds before 
crossing the line of scrimmage, they 
would give it to the opposite side at 
that point. This limitation would 
bring the half-back back to help the 
tackie, since he would heve no long 
forward passes to fear, would do 
away with the danger of the body 
checking of the man about to catch the 
pass, and would prevent those de- 
cisions now eo frequent as to wheth- 
er the ball was passed or carried over 
the goal line. Lieut. Hackett of West 
Point. is the leader of this middie 
party. 
At all events, the forward pass must 
be settled first, 
changes depend on it. 
extended, then the other rules must 
be so shaped ag to etrengthen the de-. 
fense to offact this added power of of- 
fense. If the pass is to be abolished, 
then the offense must be correspond- 
ingly strengthened. The present sen- 
timent of the committee seems to 
favor the middle policy. 
The committee, in seeking for the 
best means of reducing the danger of 
football, has tabulated the following 
as the chief causes of injuries: (1) 
Open fleld tackling. (2) Exhaustion of 
players. (3) Isolated position of 
tackles, and (4) sending of men fn to 
play who are physically unfit. The 
reforms will be aimed to eliminate 
these causes. 

PROBABLE REFORMS. 
There are some reforms which it is 
agreed by all would be of benefit and 
which aré sure to be adopted. 
In the firet place the diving tackle 
will be eliminated, probably by re- 
quiring a tackler to Keep at least one 
foot on the ground. 
Seven men will be required on the 
line of scrimmage instead of six, as at 
present, though the ends will probably 
be allowed to atand in any position

The first man to receive the ball 
from the center will be allowed to 
advance it in any direction, instead of 
being required to cross the line of 
scrimmage at least five yards from 
the point where the ball was put in 
play as under the present rules. 

All pushing and pulling of the man 
with the ball to be prohibited. Such a 
rule will absolutely eliminate line 
plunging, one of the chief features of 
the gate since its beginning. Line 
plunging necessarily depends on the 
force of those behind the man carrying 


}the ball pushing him through the oppo- 


sition. This is really one of the big- 
gest of all the proposed changes. It 
means that the center, guards 
tackles will robbed of their old 
usefulness and will have littie to do 
beyond merely holding their places in 
the line. This will necessitate the 
throwing of just so much extra work 
on the already overburdened backs, 
with the result that they will neces- 
sarily me more exhausted, and so 
more liable to injury. The tendency 
is to make the linemen more and more 
figureheads, with the backs doing most 
of the work. This rule is bitterly. op- 
posed by a few, led by Williams of 
but it seems almost sure 
of adoption.

Then there are 
in addition a thousand and one other 
suggestions whose adoption is more or 
less certain. 


THE ON-SIDE KICK. 


The most important of these doubt- 
ful suggestions is the proposal to elimi- 
nate the on-side kick. Stagg, who s0 
strongly favors the forward pass as 
a means. of opening up the game, op- 
poses the on-side kick, which is 
equally beneficial as a means of intro- 
ducing open play, and far less dan- 
gerous than the pass. Dr. Carl Wil- 
liams of Pennsylvania is the lead- 
ing exponent of the on-side kick, and 
he has very strong backing on the 
question, which seems evenly divided.

From Our Own Correspondent.

his awakening of Asia in the twentieth century they

At present the oj) trusts of the world are fighting for 


Asia. Our Standard Of] Company has practically mo- 
ropolized Japan, Korea and a large part of China.

The Standard comes first, then Russia, and after that 
Burma. The output of the Burmese company is now 
about 150,000,000 gallons per annum, and it sells for 
something like $3,000,000. 


This is only one-eightieth of the output of the Stand- 
ard, and the value equals only one-thirtieth that of the 
United States product. The oil business here, how- 
ever, as far as modern methods are concerned, is only 
in its infancy, and the possibilities are enormous. It 
is just twenty-three years since the first oil wells were 
drilled, although the people had been using oil gath- 
ered in other ways for a generation before. It was 
along back in 1887 that the American system of getting 
oil was introduced, and now the fields are spotted with 
derricks. Americans have been brought in to superin- 
tend the sinking of the wells, and seventy such men 
are now 80 employed at $5 per day. 

In the earlier stages of the drilling the oil was found 
at a depth of 500 feet, but recent wells have gone down 
several thousand feet, and many of those now produc-

Burma’s Oil Fleet. 


The Burma Oil Company has its own fleet of tank 
steamers. These have a capacity of 500,000 gallons 
seach, and are intended for shipping petroleum to other 
»xarts of the world. It has also oil barges of a million 
gallons each for bringing the crude petroleum down 
the Irawadi from the native oil fields up country. These 
are situated about 270 miles in the interior, and pipe 
lines are now being laid from them to Syriam. The 
pipes are already as far as Rangoon, and within a few 
months they will be running into the refineries here. 
At first the pipes were laid on the surface’ of the 
ground, but they were affected by the changes of tem- 
perature, and are now being buried.

Oi] is now found on 
the islands off the coast of this country and new fields 
are being discovered in the hills of the interior.e So 
far the most of the product comes from two parallel 
ravines, the wells being sunk along the cliffs on both 
sides and in the space between. The most of the oil 
seems to lie below the margins of the ravines. 


The World’s First Oil Trust. 


It is strange to find that the first oil trust of the 
world was founded in far-away Asia. The petroleum 
business of Burma has always been a monopoly. It 
was in existence long before our Pennsylvania oil was 


' discovered, being then in the hands of twenty-four 


families who belonged to two villages located in the 
Yenangyang oil country, from which most of the pe- 
troleum still comes. Generations ago these families 
had taken possession of the oil fields, and had so fixed 
it that no one outside their own members could dig for 
petroleum or own an oil well. The families were known

The Chinese prize jade almost as highly as pearls, ru- 
bies or diamonds. They look upon the stone as em- 
blematic of most of the virtues, and use it much as we 
use the term pure gold. A fine girl is a jade girl, a 
beautiful hand a jade hand, and a jade foot is one 
which is always on time. Nearly every well-to-do Chi- 
nese girl has jade earrings and bracelets, and many 
have jade hair pins and brooches. In Burma jade is 
often used for ear plugs as well as for rings and 

The jade found in Northern Burma is of a beautiful 
green, which is greatly desired. The stone has always 
been regarded as the property of a tribe known as the 
Kachins, and its right to mining it has never been 
cM@iled in question by the native kings. The amount 
now produced sells for several hundred thousand dol- 
lars a year, and in weight it aggregates something like 
150 tons. The mining is still done by natives, but it 
is under a lessee, who collects the government duty of 
33 1-3 per cent. on all taken out. 


Mining jade is more like quarrying than anything 
else. Some of the stones, and often the best, are ob- 
tained as pebbles, but there are mines where the jade 
rock lies in open quarries. The stones here are of dif- 
ferent grades, varying in quality. Some of the smaller 
pieces are worth their weight in gold, and little bits 
fit for a ring setting will sell in China for $100 or more. 


| On the other hand, there are enormous blocks worth 


nothing and tons which cannot be worked by the poor 
tools of the natives. The mining is exceedingly primi- 
tive. The rocks are cracked by building fires upon 
them. They are then broken apart by crowbars and 
wedges and shaped up with hammers into the sizes fit 
for transportation. The average export value of the 
stone is about 60 cents a pound, that which is annually 
shipped down the Irawadi and by Rangoon to China 
selling for something like $200,000. :

Aluminum in Textiles. 

Aluminum, as is well known, is extracted from clay, 
and it was Napoleon who styled it the “silver of clay.” 
Formerly it was the practice to extract it from the clay 
with the aid of retorts. More recently the electrical 
current is employed for this purpose, with marked suc- 


i cess, the cost of producing this valuable and by no 


means fully utilized metal having by its employment 
been very much reduced. In 1850 a pound of alumi- 
‘num cost about $40; nowadays it costs only about 20 
cents. Above all other metals aluminum has the great- 
est specific lightness with the greatest durability and 
toughness. It can be rolled, cut and drawn exceedingly 
fine. This has made aluminum valuable and useful in 


.| the textile industries. For many years woven sieves or 


screens have been made of aluminum, which have 
proved indispensable in the sugar-refining industry. 


| Its principal advantage consists in the fact that the sur- 


face of the aluminum, on the slightest exposure to the 

air, becomes covered with a coating of oxide, which is 

capable of offering almost perfect resistance to foreign 

influences, such as acids, etc. This is likewise of great 

— where aluminum is used in the textile in- 
ustries. 


Speaking of actual weaving of aluminum into special 
fabrics, particularly such as are intended for use for 
decorative purposes and costumes, it may be stated that 
this is well and successfully practiced in England. At 
the time of the Paris exhibition there were shown, as 
special attractions, fabrics and clothes made from glass 
fibers. They were made from finely-spun giass, with 
silk. The fabrics made from aluminum do not need 
combination with other textile yarns. Of late, the most 
beautiful effects have been obtained by employing alu- 
minum in smooth as well as twisted threads for the 
Warp, and as the weft, silk yarn of any desired color. 
They are used for evening cloaks and theatrical cos- 
tumes. As the Textil-Woche says, it makes the body 
of a beautiful woman look as though dipped in silver. 
From aluminum they are now making neck cloths, pom- 
padours, shoes, belts, neckties, shawls and hats, and it 
is hard to prescribe a limit for the possibilities of this 
metal. Very striking are net fabrics in combination 
with aluminum, which constitutes a select novelty for 
interior decoration.—[Scientific American. ;

AMERICAN FARMING METHODs UsED ror Fins: 
TIME IN PALESTINE. 


American farming machinery will be the first of thi: 
country’s mechanical products to be experimented with 
in the Holy Land. One of the largest manufacturers ir 
the United States has already shipped to Palestine sev 
eral carloads of the latest, most improved reapers, bind 
ers and harrows, besides samples of sowing and plowin: 
machines. The success of this new venture is bein: 
watched with undisguised interest by European competi 
tors. 

Farming methods used by the natives of Palestin« 
and Jerusalem are most primitive. Centuries have mad 
little change in the cultivation of the soil. There is sti: 
the crude plow of one handle—an iron shovel bolted to ; 
crooked stick and drawn by a camel. There is still th: 
cruel goad, a rod with a spike in one end, that is used a: 
an incentive to the dromedary to work faster, and th. 
harvesting and gleaning methods and the thrashing cus 
toms described in the Book of Ruth still prevail. 


Consul Thomas R.: Wallace of Jerusalem, recentl: 
wrote to Washington that conditions for the adoption 0! 
‘American machinery were never better than now. Par- 
ticularly in Judea, bordering on the sea, the land is rici: 
and fertile and well adapted to all kinds of agricultura. 
implements and machinery.- 

A campaign of education has been carried on for year:

¥ the numerous Easter religious festivals which vis- 
0 itors may witness in the Holy Land, none arouse 
so much popular interest as that of the Moslem 
feast of the Neby Mousa. Curiously enough, all other 
Moslem feasts follow their galendar of twelve lunar 
months, but this particular feast is fixed each year to 
fall on either the Friday preceding or the Friday follow- 
ing the Greek or Christian Easter, and lasts seven days. 
A description of the festivities, therefore, which the wri- 
ter witnessed last year, makes its present mention op- 
portune.

of the Jordan. But some centuries ago a site on the 
west side of the Jordan Valley, overlooking the Dead 


dea, was fixed upon, by the Turkish authorities, as a 
Mohammedan holy place, and to give it greater interest 
and sanctity, the name of Moses was associated with it, 
he being revered as one of the greatest of the prophets. 
The fiction of its being his tomb was also added, as 
these shrines generally derive their importance from 
their holding the remains of some saint or prophet. 
However, it is well known that intelligent Moslems do 
not believe that Moses was buried there. 

It is generally understood that the real reason which 
prompted the selection of this site, so convenient to 
Jerusalem, and the establishing of this annual pilgrim- 
age, was to bring together a large number of Moham- 
medans from al] the surrounding region, at just that 
time of the year when the throngs of Christian pilgrims 
are filling the Holy City, that it might serve as a coun- 
ter-demonstration; and that if, at any time, there arose 
difficulty or danger through the fanatical zeal of Chris- 
tian devotees, the wholesome fact of there being in the 
immediate neighborhood of the city such large numbers 
of stalwart felaheen, might act as a check to any 
stration. 

Some years the Russian pilgrims alone number ten or 
twelve thousand, while those of other countries and re- 
ligions would swell the total by several thousand more. 
Most of these are full of fanatical devotion to the sacred 
places, especially the Tomb of Christ, and intense and 
bitter rivalries exist between the different sects. The 
Easter season, therefore, when the city is crowded with 
these pilgrims, and the various ceremonies of the differ- 
ent sects are rapidly succeeding one another, culminat- 
ing with the farce of the “Holy Fire,” when mad fanati- 
cism is at its height, is a time of great responsibility and 
of jntense anxiety on the part of the Turkish authorities, 
on whom rests the pnequal task of keeping the peace 
between these warring factions. Additional regiments 
are brought to the city at this time, and long files of 
them, fully armed, are on guard within and without the 
Church of the Holy Sepulcher. A sigh of relief is 
breathed by all when these Easter festivities have passed 
without riot or bloodshed, which, however, is not al- 
ways the case. Ke 

Now let us come to the Mohammedan pilgrimage. At 
first primitive in character, it has now developed into a 
rich pageant, attended by believers from every Moslem 
spot on earth.

When we slid 
bac« the outer walls of our room, the beauty of Nikko 
burst upon us in all its glory. Properly speaking, Nikko 
is the name of the mountainous district iying about 
100 miles north of Tokio, but when using the word 
people generally mean the two villages of Hachi-ishi 
and Iri-machi, where the temples are located. The 
charm of the mountains, forests and cascades is further 
enhanced by pagodas, mausolea and bridges. Lying 
2000 feet above sea level, Nikko is a favorite summer 
resort for the foreign residents of the capital. 


While our sleeping-room was being converted into a 


breakfast-room, we played in the garden with some 
Japanese children who called “O hayo,” “Good morn- 
ing,” when we appeared. It seemed a toy garden with 
its miniature fountains and bridges and dwarfed trees. 
In fact, everything seems diminutive in Japan, even the 
mountains when compared with our own Rockies. 


A popular Japanese proverb says: “Do not use the 
word magnificent till you have seen Nikko.” A more 
practical one would be: “Do not so much as look at a 
temple until you go to Nikko.” After one has climbed 
endiess flights of steps, passed through miles of torii 
arches, and stood for hours on icy lacquer floors in one’s 
stockings searching out the crest of the Shoguns and the 
three Buddhist monkeys, the information that the only 
temples in. Japan really worth seeing are at Nikko 
miles away comes as somewhat of a blow. They are 
too good to slight, yet how can one look another Japa- 
nese temple in the face! : 


When we emerged from the village of Hashi-ishi on 
our pilgrimage, the first object that attracted our atten- 
tion was the sacred bridge, Mi-Hashi, spanning the 
Dalya-gawa, a stream about forty feet wide. Its bright 
red lacquer formed a strong contrast with the dark green 
cryptomerias in the background, being one of the few 
exceptions to the subdued colors preferred by the Japa- 
nese. This bridge has recently been destroyed by a 
cloudburst in the mountains above Nikko. As it was 
closed to ordinary mortals, we crossed the stream a lit- 
tle farther down. | 

Passing through deep green groves of tall cryptome- 
rias, one arrives at the pagodas, temples and shrines— 
a labyrinth of lacquer and gold, worthy of all the effu- 
sions bestowed on it. In the seventeenth century, the 
tombs of the famous Shogun, lIéyasu, founder of the To- 
kugawa dynasty, and of his grandson, Iemitsu, were 
built in the giant forests of Nikko. These formed a nu- 
cleus for a number of magnificent temples and shrines 
erected at that period, when Japanese art was at its 
height. Thus it is that the finest examples of wood- 
carving and lacquer are to be found in these temples. 

Over the doorway to one of these temples are carved 
the three monkeys that have become so popular in 
America recently—the blind monkey, the deaf monkey 
and the dumb monkey. One of the most common ob- 
jects of devotion in the rural districts is a relief of 
these monkeys who can neither see, hear nor speak 
evil. The sleeping cat, one of Hidari Jingoro’s most 
famous works, is carved over another door. Emblems 
of both the Shinto and Buddhist religions are to be 
found here, sometimes the two in one temple. The 
peace and quiet of these lofty forests with their gor- 
geous shrines and silent worshipers call to mind the 
sacred groves celebrated in song by the Latin and Greek 
poets. | 

It was early for the tourist season, and we accord- 
ingly encountered few foreigners. At the temples we 
met two American women, who asked us to join them 
in an excursion to Chuzenji the following day. “Of 
course, we shall walk,” said the one who seemed to be 
the dictator. “It is fifteen miles there and back,” I ob- 
jected timidly. “And would you have one of God’s 
children carry you fifteen miles? Would you so de- 
grade your fellow-beings, your brothers, as to make 
them do a horse’s work?’ shrieked my countrywoman 
with flaming eyes. “We walk everywhere, we haven't 
been in a sedan chair nor a jinrikisha since we came to 
Japan,” she continued in_ self-righteousness. This 
seemed to touch. Mrs. Campbell and Ann, so they con- 
sented to walk, and I was overruled. I wasn’t degrading 
my brother; if he wanted to play horse, why shouldn't 
I hire him? I didn’t force him to_such an occupation; 
he chose it of his own free will. This, so I was told, 
was poor economics, and various authorities were 
quoted on demand and supply. 

Consequently, the following morning, we sfarted for 
Chuzenji on foot. We passed through winding streets 
where very fine skins, lacquer and objects carved of 
black fossil wood were displayed, by the silent groves 
and temples and followed the Daiya-gawa to its source 
at Lake -Chuzenji. We started out rather blithely. 
“Just think of being able to say that we have climbed 
Chuzenji and back, fifteen miles, in a day!” chirped 
Ann cheerfully when we had gone about half a mile. “I 
would be ashamed to confexs to being such a fool, when 
coolies and horses are to be had,” I growled. It was 
hot and dusty, and after two or three miles no one 
spoke. Half-way up, we came to an inviting little tea 
heuse, where we rested and drank pale tea from tiny 
bowls. 

The worm turned; I asked for a ‘rikisha. None were 
to be had, but the little girl who served us pointed 
down the road to Nikko, saying something that I could 


not understand. It is all very well for Mr. Murray with 

, his glossary to teach you how to ask for things, but 
he cannot prepare you for the score of different an- 
swers that may be made to one simple question, as, for 
instance: “Doko desu ka?”’—‘Where is it?” We left 
our overshoes at the tea house and considered leaving 
our cloaks, but fortunately thought better of it, for 
soon we came to snow, and the air was extremely cold. 
Then Ann and Mrs. Campbell began clamoring for ‘rik- 
shas from every passer-by. All shook their heads and 
pointed to the valley below. ? 


' The last few miles we waded through snow and slush 
to our ankles, and we arrived utterly exhausted. A 
hospitable Europeanized hotel opened its doors to us, 
though it was out of season, and soon we were seated 
before a crackling fire. The pleasure of recounting the 
experience in years to come seemed to act as a restora- 
tive to the others; they were able to transport them- 
selves in spirit to distant lands and to see themselves 
the center of admiring groups of ardent listeners. The 
Amazon was going to write a letter to her Sunday- 
school class and tell them all about it, and by token 
send them each an idol from this stronghold of heathen- 
ism. I remained wretchedly in the present and re- 
sponded with alacrity to the invitation to tiffin—and 
such a feast as it-was! Trout from the lake; chicken, 
fresh vegetables, everything that we had ordered the 
night before and had been refused. The Amazon wanted 
to save the price of tiffin to buy her idols, but the rest 
of us threatened her with desertion if she fell by the 
way from hunger, so she gave up the idols. : 


We had consumed so much time on the way that we 
had no time to visit the temple, which fact caused us 
to shed no tears. This village is deserted except during 
the summer, when the different legations at Tokio make 
their headquarters there. During a few days in July 
and August thousands of pilgrims on their way to Nan- 
tai-zan sleep here in long rows of houses beside the 
lake. The deep blue of this lake with its surrounding 
mountains reminds one of Lake Geneva. The Japanese 
government has stocked it with several varieties of fish 
which the inhabitants are permitted to catch for food. 


Chuzenji afforded but one jinriskisha, and Mrs. Camp- 
bell had opportunely managed to get a blister on her 
heel, so the question of who should ride and who should 
walk was easily settled. On the way down, we turned 
aside to see Kegon-no-taki, a waterfall that didn’t hap- 
pen to be working that day. Soon after leaving the tea 
house, where we reclaimed our overshoes and drank 
more tea, we met a number of empty jinrikishas that 
had been sent for us. It seems that word had been 
sent to Nikko that five crazy Americans had gone up 
the mountain demanding rikishas from every passer-by. 
Ann and I dropped into the first ones that appeared 
and rode off despised by the Amazon and her victim who 
manfully plodded on the whole fifteen miles. What a 
terrible thing it is to have the courage of one’s convic- 
tions! We continued to meet lines of panting. coolies 
with empty ‘rikishas which they declared we had or- 
dered; each person to whom we spoke in the morning 
must have sent us five. It was patent that nothing 
more could be expected of us three who were riding, so 
we went on and left the other two to contend with the 
degraded race they were enlisted to uplift. 


We bade Kobo a fond farewell at the hotel and took 
the train for Yokohama. It was a long and tedious 
trip; Japanese passengers, however, slept peacefully 
and seemed to know by instinct when they came to 
their stations. Their presence annoyed Ann—she 
thought they ought not to be allowed to travel first- 
class, not even in Japan. It was dffficult to remember 
that we were only troublesome foreigners. whom the 
Japanese were good enough to tolerate.

Divorce in Switzerland. 
Switzerland has an unusual way of managing her di- 
vorce cases. In every town there is a sort of official 
paper known as the Teuille d’Avis, in which one may 
read daily announcements like this: 


“Monsieur and Madam X, who are in instance of di- 
vorce, are requested to appear privately before the 
judge alone with their lawyers, in order to come fo a 
reconciliation if possible.” 


Before the beginning of every divorce case in Switz- 
erland this notice is published and sent out to the par- ) 
ties concerned, leaving them free to attend before the 
judge or not, as they wish. Sometimes the wife, anx- 
ious to state her wrongs before a kindly judge, appears 
and the husband stays away; sometimes it is the other 
way, and very often the couple meet. 

Although there are no statistics published on the sub- 
ject, a leading lawyer in Geneva whose specialty is di- 
vorce cases said recently that at least 30 per cent. of 
these cases are settled by the advice of the judge at 
meetings “ut of the court. in fact, Swiss lawyers will 
not definitely take up a divorce case until it has passed 
through .the reconciliation process. 

When one of the couple does not attend this mean 
that the affair is to be fought out, but in any case Swiss 
divorces are not expensive. The usual cost in a con- 
tested case is $200, but sometimes it is as low as $100, 
while when both parties are agreed the matter can be 
settled for $10 or $15.—[New York Sun.

Why the Ocean Is Blue. , 
Popular theories as to why the ocean is blue are ex- 
traordinarily varied. Some say it is due to the fish, 
others to some constituent quality, others again to some 
kind of minute sea urchin. Lord Rayleigh, lecturing 
last week at the Royal Institution on the “Colors of Sea 
: and Sky,” said he had come to the conclusion that the 
| water itself is really blue, besides being made bluer by 
the reflection of the sky. 
_ About this time last year, he said, he had an oppor- 
| tunity of studying the question on the east coast of 
' Africa, and it was a question that had an aesthetic as 
' well as a scientific interest. Color, he declared, was in 
j a sense a mere shadow, resulting from the abstraction 
_ of light. This had been familiar since the timie of Sir 
| Isaac Newton, though the scientific principle involved 
did not harmonize well with popular language. 
+ ‘The fact was that the color of the sea was caused by 
_ the reflection of the sky upon its surface, and this fact 
was well known to some, but not to others, including 
some who had written scientific books on the subject. 
It was true that one often got the impression that 
the sea was of a more brilliant blue at times than the 
color the sky. That was because we instinctively 
looked at the sky in the direction of the horizon. At 
that point the sky was often of a less brilliant hue than 
the sky immediately overhead, which of course was 
what was reflected in the water. 
But though the color of the water was a mere refiec- 
tion water really was blue,- though the color was so 
slight that it was only by most careful and accurate ex- 
periments that the fact could be ascertained. That fact 
had been demonstrated first by Sir Humphrew Davy, 
then by Bunsen, and more recently by a Belgian chem- 
ist, M. Spring. The lecturer himself had also demon- 
strated it by means of experiments with water from the 


inland springs in England. 

Sometimes indeed the color was rather greenish blue 
or a bluish green, but this was due to discoloration by 
substances, such as iron or peat.—[New York Sun.

HELP FOR THE BOYS. 


Goop WorRK DONE BY THE HIGH SCHOOLS OF 
NEw YORK City. 


[New York Sun:] E. W. Weaver, principal of the 
Boys’ High School in Brooklyn, read a letter from a 
business man in Manhattan a few years ago criticising 
the public schools because they did not send out boys 
properly prepared for business life. The boys 
whom employers were compelled to hire, he said, could 
not even write and spell decently and lacked habits of 
punctuality and responsibility. 

Mr. Weaver called on the writer of the letter, and 
found that he hired any boy who came along in answer 
to an advertisement, and then blamed the school for — 
any deficiencies he developed. Mr. Weaver asked the 
man if he would be willing to apply to him whenever 
he, needed a boy. The employer consented, and since 
then has been supplied every year with boys who have 
proved perfectly satisfactory to him. 

That was the beginning of the student aid work of 
the High School Teachers Association, which has now 
reached the point where Superintendent Maxwell rec- 
ommends that the Board of Education organize an em- 
ployment or vocational bureau with Mr. Weaver at its 
head. Boston is the only city in the world which has 
such a bureau. It was founded with money given by a 
Boston woman, but the school board pays the salary of 
one official in it, who gives his entire time to public 
school pupils wishing employment. 

Scotiard recently amended its educational law so as 
to make it lawful for school boards to combine with | 
other agencies for the same purpose. Glasgow has ta- 
ken advantage of the new law and its school board has 
created a committee to help pupils to choose a vocation, 
to advise with parents and guardians on the matter and 
to secure them employment. 

The London County Council has recently recom- 
mended that in every borough of the city associations 
be formed of teachers, employers and residents who 
shall study conditions and try to place children leav- 
ing school. These associations are now being formed. 

This work has been performed for several] years past 
in New York by the teachers themselves, who gave 
their time and labor voluntarily and supplied the funds

The next morning 
the principal told the facts without mentioning the 
boy’s name to the assembled 1600 pupils of the high 
school and asked them to ask their fathers for work 
for this boy. Within a week the boy had a job which 
enabled him to remain in school. If one high school 


does not furnish a response the call can be sent out to 
others.

HE to lay the foundation for a fine flock of 
birds is when you place the hatching eggs into an 


* incu stor or under qa mother hen. For remember 


that though management and care will do much to 


bring out a fine ‘flock, it can by no process of reason or 
application make a standard bird out of a _ scrub. 
Hence be careful to have eggs from a strain of your 
breed that answer to your requirements. 


Having secured your eggs, use every precaution to 
“pull off” a successful hatch; spare no effort to keep 
the youngsters growing vigorously without check or im-

pediment of any kind whatsoever. This is the sort of 
treatment that begets vigorous breeding stock, good 
laying hens, and exhibition specimens. As a noted and 
successful breeder and exhibitor at Boston truly said: 
“The very best condition a bird can possibly reach is 
secured by supplying model surroundings and correct 
care from the day the chick is hatched. A chick kept 
growing from the very beginning of its existence until 
it reaches the age when it is fit for the showroom, will 
ask no odds on condition from any of its rivals. A bird 
which has had the proper care and range may be picked 
from the fields in which it has roamed at will, and 
placed in the showroom without fear of its condition. 
How often have we heard the remark when some exhib- 
itor was complimented upon the appearance of his birds: 
“T’ve done nothing to them. They are here just as they 
run out of doors.” A close examination in such cases 
usually confirms the opinion first expressed. There is 
no way to improve upon the condition of such a bird 
when picked at the right degree of maturity and in per- 
fect health. It is the natural process, and the best 
offe.”’

The Sussex Fow! of England. a 


Among the table and all-purpose breeds in Europe 
the Sussex have always occupied a strong position in 
England. In type and carriage they much resemble the 
Dorking, being long of body, blocky, and much of the 
size of of our Plymouth Rocks. In color scheme and 
head and leg points they differ strongly from the Dork- 
ings, their legs and feet being white, skin and flesh 
white, and their egg shells lightly tinted. There are 
three varieties recognized by the English standard, 
namely, the Red or Brown, the Light and the Speckled— 


of the latter we show herewith an illustration. 


Like the Dorking, the Sussex is recognized primarily 
in England for its plump carcass of white meat, which 
is preferred to the yellow carcass so much in evidence 
in our Plymouth Rocks and Wyandottes, Though not 
quite so large as the Dorking, they are smal! of bone, 
and are rated as better layers. While not advocating 
the Sussex as better than either the Orpingtons or 


_ Rocks, we would nevertheless like to see a few of them 


bred in California—if for nothing more than to add in- 
terest to the showroom. 


Flying High and High Living. 


There can be no question but the present up- 
ward tendency for all food products is affect-

ing the live stock industry and creating an economic rev- 
olution. We learn of breeders who are selling off their 
stock because (1) prices are unusually high for poultry 
on the hoof, and (2) the cost of maintenance makes their 
keep more or less hazardous. Surely an anomalous con- 
dition which, if followed to any marked degree, will 
eventuate in a poultry famine in the not distant future. 
This condition also applies to other lines of live stock, 
and must eventuate in a gradual lessening of available 
meat supplies and a corresponding increase of prices. It 
has already reached a stage where eggs are being im- 
ported on this Coast from Japan and on the Atlantic 
Coast from Europe—and this, too, in spite of the import 
duty. 

In spite of these unusual conditions, we cannot but 
regard the disposition of good breeding stock to the 
butcher as bad economy. The prevailing high prices 
will, of course, send many a fine bird and animal to the 
block, that might have better been retained for breed- 
ing purposes. The flood tide of good prices may still 
be in the future, but the time must come when the pen- 
dulum will swing back to normal; when it does, depend 
upon it, the person having breeding stock to- sell will 
find a good market and good prices for his product. 

No business is to be “averaged up” by a single year 
or two of operation; the average should be taken In pe- 
riods of five years and over. Who is prepared to say 
that the breeder who sells out under the present press- 
ure is to find himself richer than the breeder who main- 
tains his stock on normal grounds, say in five years 
from now? We bet on the man who stays with the 
game; the “quitter” has no attractions for us. .

Way down deep in our soul we 
fully believe it a disgrace to have sick chickens, a thing 
tq be silent over. There are only a few sick chickens in 
this glorious country, and those due to the mistakes of 
somebody. 

Oh no, we are no Christian Scientist. We know there 
is such a dreadful reality as sickness. Of course there 
is. If we had never seen a sick hen, we would not now 


| be conscious fully what a well hen is.- If we had not 


once had a small, smart canker sore on the tongue, we 
would not have our present consciousness of the nice- 
ness of a clean tongue. When we loose a fresh oyster 
from its snug shell, and consider its parts a little, it is 
easy to believe it nice to be conscious beings. The su- 
premacy of the world seems to go to the conscious crea- 
tures of it. No, we are no Christian Scientist. A sick 
hen is a real thimg, and a real value, but it is an alge- 
braic value, a minus quantity, truly quantitative, be- 
cause less than something. 


Our world is a general depot of negative values, from 
the nature of its evolutions, and we need not spend time 
concocting them, or ignoring the concocted things. Ev- 
erything which is had to be, and is an algebraic value, 
positive or negative. and for the good of us primary 
peoples in heaithy continuance, Those who have never 
seen a sick hen should let one get sick and all he has 
to do is to neglect the thing, leave it to the world’s pol- 
icy with negation. Tae study of negation in a sick hen, 
as being real but negative, may be a valuable one, but. 
don't study too long if the hen be of fine blood. Go to 
the poultry-supply house or negotiate with it as the 
hen clinic, and be told what to do with what remedy 
to get the hen speedily well. The supply house makes 
a good business bigger by adding its clinic and catering 
to the needs of caretakers, who have made mistakes and 
ought to be ashamed of themselves. 


Broody Pullets. 


As a rule pullets do not make good mothers. They 
are ambitious to try new things; are frivolous about 
nests and food, and the least mishap may cause them to 
quit the nest. It is interesting to sit them and see what 
they will do, and if they do sit well and become good 
mothers, they will always prove the like; if they prove 
bad in the start, it is useless to try them again. Pullets | 
cluck a long time before settling down to nest eggs.% 
Give them some market eggs, three or four to a nest; 
and see if they will break the eggs getting on the nest. 
If an egg be broken, generally the hen will eat it, and if 
she eats one, she may break one egg after another and 
eat. It is useless to try such a hen further, and she 
sltrould be put in a small run with a sire for two or three 
days and then back into the run with laying hens, after 
being branded with a number, meaning no good as a 
sitter, recorded in the egg book. The next time she 
wants to sit, look at the brand number, and be sure she 
is recorded as bad, and put her at once with the sire 
for a near return to the layers. It is a nuisance to have 
a broody hen with laying hens, and she may keep on 
sitting a month if allowed a nest and quiet. A re- 
turned-from-the-sire hen will not lay at once, but will 
not take up a nest. . She will go about eating to build 
up a new clutch of eggs. 

It is generally quite easy to break up a broody pullet, 
and no rash res should be taken, like ducking 
her in cold water, head first. With head up rain upon 
her runs off, but with feet up and body in water the 
water runs around on flesh and off through feathers,

} ation that Cordoba lacks; the Tagus takes a wide sweep, - 


almost surrounding the eminence upon which the city 
stands, and above the gleaming river and the clustered 
trees of the valley, Toledo fises in 
rocky hill, with the great bulk of the cathedral for apex. 

A riot of towers and spirea—such is the first impres- 
sion of Toledo from afar, a labyrinth as seen from 
within. The medieval streets are narrow and tortuous, 
lined with the ancient palaces and town residences of 
the old Castilian nobility that remind one in a measure 
of the cities of Italy. Toledo makes the boast that it 
had the first paved streets of any city in Spain, and 
the retort that it had better have waited a few hundred 
years, and then put down something decent, is obvious. 

Here one is in the north. Andalucia, with its gay 
southern airs, is effectually cut off by the 6000-foot bar- 
rier of the Sierra Morena, and one is in a different cli- 
mate among. a different people. It is true that the 
olive still clothes the hilisides, but when one has seen 
olive trees standing knee-deep in snow in Southern 
France, he ceases to regard them as climatic references. 
The Moors and their art and grace have been left be- 
hind, and here one enters the architectural belt of the 
relentlessly Gothic—even Visi-Gothic, the wise ones as- 
sure us, but the exact difference is a matter for the in- 
itiated to settle. | 

Churches are everywhere, and then more churches, 
culminating in the great cathedral, massive, majestic, 
wonderful in its form and compelling admiration in the 
exquisite interior proportions that mask its excessive 
size. This is the premier cathedral of all Spain, the 
seat of its highest hierarchy, for when Philip removed 
his court and capital to the wind-swept plains of Madrid 
the church did not accompany him, but remained in the 
proud seclusion of the ancient city. In its history, the 
cathedral puts to shame the converted mosque at Cor- 
doba, for this was a Christian church before ever the 
Moors. set foot on the peninsula, and it claims to have 
been first erected to the glory of the Virgin while that 
august lady was still alive on earth. 

Toledo still keeps its place as a seat of culture, and in 
Spain the “Spanish of Toledo” is as much purer than 
ordinary Castilian as that is above the Spanish of Mex- 
ico. An ancient aristocratic city, proud in its decay, 
Toledo sits on her hill above the Tagus, indifferent to 
modern progress. It is not a friendly place, not one in 
which the foreigner can feel much at home, nor one in 
which he would especially wish to do so. It is suffi- 
client to itself, and the inhabitants evidently like it the 
way it is, an epitome of the “cosas de Espafia.” 

Those who are traveling in Spain, and are pressed 
for time, can, if they wish it, skip Madrid without a 
twinge of conscience, or the feeling that they are miss- 
ing much, unless they are diplomats, grandees, or 
“rounders;” all that Madrid can offer of really Spanish 
life can be seen in greater perfection elsewhere, and 
what of it is not Spanish is of the kind that is done 
much better in Paris. “Old Madrid” is really the 
youngest of all the cities of Spain, and its climate can 
only be described as vile; one touch of its nipping winds 
will be enough for those coming from the south before 
May, and they will hurry on, past Burgos, which is even 
colder, to the delightful provinces of the Biscayan litto- 
ral. 

Burgos is Spanish enough to suit any one, but it is the 
Spain of the north, a stern, uncompromising country, 
almost savage in its desolation, and a people hardened 
and sobered by contact with the unamiable side of na- 
ture. The cathedral of Burgos is famous, so famous as 
to be a positive duty to be done, and in Spain, where 
they are as thick as blackberries, one is likely to get 
as tired of cathedrals as one does of temples in Egypt. 
It is very magnificent, very Gothic, and very cold, its 
bleak pinnacles. harmonizing wonderfully with the 
sharp, sterile hills of the surrounding country. Be- 
sides the cathedral, the great attraction of the town is 
the Plaza Mayor, the market square, which, with its 
multitude of booths, its surrounding colonnaded houses 
and its crowds of peasants in their picturesque cos- 
tumes, is a delight for any artist.

Burgos is 2500 feet above the sea, and after climbing 
the pass, 500 feet above it, a quick run brings one to the 
shores of the Bay of Biscay. Here everything is 
changed from the grim table lands of the interior. The 
westerly breezes from the Atlantic bring constant show- 
ers, and the near neighborhood of the great body of 
water modifies the climate so that the rugged country 
is a luxuriant mass of vegetation. 


San Sebastian, the gem of the northern coast, gleams 
white by the clear, green waters of its bay; this is the 
Spanish Newport, and the summer residence of the 
court. Perhaps, in the present disturbed state of Span- 
ish politics, the fact that it is intensely loyal to the 
crown, and only ten miles from the French frontier, 
has as much to do with its official popularity as its nat- 
ural beauty. It is a pretty place, shut in by wooded 
hills, and looking clean and bright in the sunshine. | 


Then comes Irun, which shares the general detesta- 
bility of all customhouse stations everywhere, then the 
frontier bridge, and we are in France, and once more in 
the south. The Spain we have just quitted is the Spain 
of the north, but here, just across the frontier, is a 
country with the aspect of the south stamped upon it, 
for this is the south of France, and its people are 
southerners.

they like to be that way, and see no possible reason for

“In slaughtering swine, for example, they thrust red- 
hot irons into their living bodies, so that by sucking up 
or diffusing the blood, they may render the flesh soft 
and tender. Some butchers jump upon or kick the ud- 
ders of pregnant sows, that by mingling the blood and 
milk and matter of the embryos that have been mur- 
dered together in the very pangs of parturition, they 
may enjoy the pleasure of feeding upon unnaturally and 
highly-infamed flesh! Again, it is a common practice 
to stitch up the eyes of cranes and swans and shut them 
up in dark places to fatten. In this and other similar 
ways are manufactured their dainty dishes, with all the 
varieties of sauces and spices, from all of which it is 
evident that men have indulged their lawless appetites 


im the pleasures of luxury, not for necessary food, and 


from no necessity, but only out of the merest wanton- 
ness, and gluttony, and display.” i 

As previously remarked here, these unfortunate ani- 
mals are amply revenged on the men who devour them. 
The protracted agonies of the latter, induced by long- 
drawn-out sickness, due to animal poisons in the blood, 
are vastly greater than those the animals have had to 
undergo. So are they avenged upon man. Think of 
these things the next time you eat a piece of “tender” 
meat.

You 
never saw a hog seventy-five years old, for example, or 
forty years old. You sometimes find a mule alive and 
kicking at fifty years, but you never saw a hog twenty 
years old. The hog dies of apoplexy, or degeneration of 
the liver, or fatty degeneration of the kidneys, and other 
diseases, just as people do who live on the same diet. 

“If you will take the trouble when hog cholera breaks 
out in some county in Illinois, to look at the stock re- 
ports in the Chicago papers, you will see that 
more pigs coming in from that county than 
county in the State; and if the pig gets there 
dies, he gets a magnificent sepulcher instead 
nary fertilizing establishment for a 
friend of mine in Chicago watched one of those abat- 
toirs for some little time.

alcoholics. The man who eats his ‘mellow’ meat in the 
saloon never eats half as much as the fellow at the 
church supper, besides he pickles the ptomaine with a 
liberal supply of alcoho? and then cures it with a strong 
Havana cigar.” 

It is scarcely necessary to suggest that a better plan 
is to avoid “ripe” flesh food. Then you will run little 
danger of ptomaine poisoning, although one may occa- 
sionally get that from such highly proteid foods as 
beans, that have stood too long in tins, and have become 
sour. 

Some people suppose that after the horrible disclos- 
ures made by Upton Sinclair in “The Jungle,” all that 
sort of offense against public decency has been done 
away with. Let such misguided people read the fol- 
lowIng: 

“Dr. J. F. Harms, for a year and a half a meat inspec- 
tor under the pay of the United States government at 
East St. Louis, recently resigned and gave in an article 
published by the Springfield Republican his reason for 
so doing—his inability to endure the sham and imposi- 
tion upon the public which he saw practiced every day, 
and that to a most shocking extent. c 

“Mr. Harms declares that he has seen dragged into 
the killing beds dying animals branded ‘U. 8. inspected 
and passed.’ In one case, a lot of eleven sick-looking. 
emaciated animals were passed by higher officials after 
they had been condemned by a subordinate. : 

“Still greater horrors are described by Mr. Harms: 
‘Some of the filthiest things imaginable were practiced 
in the sausage department, such as using bladders for 
casings without thorough washing or cleaning, the use 
of filthy tripe in sausage, the use of slimy hogs’ stomachs 
for casings or containers, etc.’ Numerous other abomi- 
nable and indecent practices are pointed out. 
stainers have no occasion to worry on account of these 
exposures, but here is certainly serious food for thought 
by meat eaters. Mr. Harmes declares that the $100,000 
spent annually in the meat-inspection service of the 
United States does not do one dollar’s worth of good.”

Here the front edge is curved upward, 
dropping in a straight line to the edge 
of the skirt. Coarse braid in an irreg- 
ular design defines the outline and 
forms the broad side decoration. _ 
The Russian tunic, belted and but- 
toned, is always becoming, crossing 
over to one side and continuing in a 
straight line to the hem. This latter, 


by the way, is not the straight line of | 
the usual model, but is curved up 
Slightly at each side. A broadshem is’ 


iused to edge this shape. 

With a panier.line from which all 
fulness is eliminated, the tunic‘ is 
fashioned very successfully on the aft- 
ernoon gown. Over a skirt that is 
pleated at the lower portion, the tunic 
is placed and held at the front by but- 
tons. In this instance the long line— 
for it reaches to the hem at the back— 
is broken by two rows of silk braid. 


To the uninitiated there might be a. 


question as to just where the embroid- 
ered tunic laps. A false hem is shown 
just a little at one side of the front, but 
the real fastening is at the back. Em- 


broidery is effectively used as trim- 


ming. 
A pointed shape is stiggested for

those who prefer to lengthen the line 
of the skirt. Here the tunic is long in 
front and at the back is short and 


straight, suggesting the lines of an 


apron. This ‘model is ext¥emely sim- 
ple and easy of attainment. 

Straight and pleated is the last tunic 
on the evening gown. It is merely a 
pleated continuation of the bodice?’but 
so soft is the silk that the material 
has been folded and stitched in girdle 
form, then dropped in straight lines, 


and yet the graceful-slenderness of 


the figure is retained. The pleats are 
held at the bottom by a band of jew- 
eled net. 

From these suggestions, the prac- 
tical woman should plan her spring 
and summer frocks with successful 
results. The material and its pattern 


should be as thoroughly taken into 


consideration as the figure of the 


wearer. If plain, there can be added 


to the tunic an elaborate ornamenta- 
tion of soutache, hand embroidery or 
contrasting hems of other material.

If the pattern of the material be a 
check, a stripe or one of the popular 
figured silks that have invaded the 
realm of dress, then it were well to 
trim the tunic with a plain band of silk 
or cloth, or with the wide-stitched 
hem. | 
The line of the tunic should be long 
or pointed at the front, if the appear- 
ance need lengthening; the fortunate 
tall woman can indulge in the shorter 
tunics, some of which are suggestive 
of deep yokes. , Discretion in this case 
is the better part of fashion.
